HANOI HAVING TROUBLE MEBTING FURL NBEDS

[vext_] the newly established Hanoi Fuel Corporation lacks means of transportation 
ant material bases. Since the start of the year, it has received, processed and 
distributed nearly 100,000 tons of fuel to the people of the city. This represents 
a significant effort. 


Distribution Is Still Not Convenient 


There is an adequate supply of fuel oi) to meet ration standard requirements. 
Recently, as a result of encountering transportation difficulties, the Level I 
Corporation has been unable to provide Hanoi with a regular supply of oil, only 
meeting 15 percent of consumer demand some days. Worth mentioning here is that 
on the days that they have not had oi] to sell, stores, instead of posting clear, 
specific notices, put up signs saying: "oll has not arrived yet.” Thinking that 
the stores’ of] would be arriving late, customers have stood in line and waited, 
wasting much time. 


Consumers also complain about being shorted by some sales persons. The corporation 
has equipped the various counters with 20 of] measuring machines. This type of 
machine has a glass container, is accurate, can be conveniently checked by customers 
and prevents the shorting of customers. Recently, however, a number of these machines 
broke down and were not promptly repaired, or the stores intentionally broke and 
failed to repair them, so the stores returned to the practice of measuring oi] by 
the tankard, as a result of which unscrupulous personnel] have found it easy to short 
customers. According to the fuel corporation, the average sales person shorts the 
customer by 3 to 5 percent. In view of the fact that the corporation sells 2,000 
tons of oil per month, the amount of oil by which customers are shorted is not small. 


When picking up o11 at the depot, a number of drivers fill all three of the necks 

on their tanks to the very top, thereby allowing themselves to pilfer 45 liters per 
trip. Drivers conspire with state store personne] to market the stolen oil by the 
following method: not delivering the oil to the specified place and not delivering 
the same amount to each counter, as 4 result of which some have surplus oil to sell 
while some have no oil to sell at all. 


The supplying of coal for use as a fuel is also marked by much that is inefficient 
and inconvenient. In the past, coal ws delivered to Hanoi at five sites spread 
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throughout the city. how, coal is only delivered to one place in Dong Anh; 
customers from lhach (hat, Thanh Tri and Gia Lag must travel to Dong Anh to pick 
up their coal, thus paying higher transportation costs. 


Still Far From Meeting \eeds 


At present, more than 60 percent of the households within the city use firewood 

and coal as fuel. The demand for these products is very high. The corporation 

has tried to organize sources of these products. Its 4th quarter plan called for 
the transportation of 50,000 tons of coal, firewood and peat, but the corporation 
only has 14 trucks and was only able to meet 15 percent of its transportation plan 
quota. To overcome this problem, the corporation has added additional shifts and is 
making active use of rudimentary vehicles. Many units, such as the Dong Da, Ba 
Dinh, Hai Ba and other fuel stores, use rudimentary vehicles exclusively and still 
meet the consumer needs of the locality. 


In the processing of coal and firewood, obstacles have also been encountered, namely, 
the poorly coordinated supply of raw materials and the unstable supply of electric 
power. Electricity service is frequently interrupted, coal mixing machines cannot 
be operated and workers must perform this work by hand. The corporation has so far 
processed 49,000 tons of mixed coal, thus exceeding its plan for 1980 by more than 
5,000 tons. The processing shop weighs and measures the raw materials, insures that 
coal and peat are mixed at the proper ratio and has improved the quality of mixed 
coal. The corporation has equipped with seven firewood splitting machines and 
firewood saws that have the capacity of 200 manual workers. With the machines, the 
firewood is split into small pieces that are convenient for consumers. large pieces 
of firewood are no longer sold. 


However, since the start of the year, only 30 percent of the need for firewood and 
4 percent of the need for coal of the people of the city have been met. During 
the first & months of the year, the farmers who specialize in vegetables were not 
supplied with fuel. Many child care centers and collective kitchens have also 
lacked firewood. 


Meanwhile, rather large local sources of fuel are not being tappei. Many factories 
and enterprises that have coal that has already been turned, scrap wood, sawdust, 
rice husks and so forth are not fully complying with directive number 193-CP on 
selling these materials to the state-operated commerce sector for distribution to 

the people of the city for use as fuel. At the Yen Phu Power Plant, the percentage 
of coal that is not completely burned is WO percent; the power plant has about 40,000 
tons of this coal each year but has never sold the fuel corporation as much as 2,000 
tons. in one morning alone, the morning of 6 November, the power plant sold, in 
addition to five truckloads, 8 oxcarts and 12 horsecarts full of already burned coal, 
for a total of 51 tons. Neanwhile, the plant only delivered to the corporation 
two-thirds of the amount of coal required for that day under its contract and four 
of the corporations trucks returned empty. In general, the fuel corporation only 
purchases about 40 percent of the already burned coal of 50 plants. The 16 wooden 
furniture factories annually have more than 20,000 steres of scrap wood but, since 
the start of the year, only 7,000 steres have been sold to the fuel corporation by 
eight factories. Practically all factories hold on to their firewood in order to

sell it to other units in a form of “two way trade” and to distribute it internally. 
Nearly 10,000 households are being distributed coal, firewood and sawdust by these 
factories while still receiving ration cards to buy fuel. These households sell 
their surplus fuel. 


Effective Measures 


The fuel need of Hanoi in 1981 is 337,000 tons, in coal equivalent, an increase of 
nearly 50,000 tons over last year. How can this need be met? Many proposals have 
been discussed. There is one practical measure that must be given appropriate 
attention, using low energy coal. 


The results of research conducted by the Institute researching the integrated 
processing of coal show that it is possible to use 50 percent already burned coal 
or 50 percent number 7 coal dust mixed with 50 percent peat to process a beehive 
coal that is very good for cooking purposes. The average temperature of this 

coal is 1,080 degrees, which meets temperature standards. Yen Phong District 

in Ha bac Province has been making widespread use of this type of coal to bake 
bricks and tiles. Using beehive coal processed from low energy coal as a fuel 
within the household is also convenient. The coal burns for 10 to 15 minutes. The 
production cost of one brick of coal, which is enough to cook one meal for one family 
of five persons, is 12 xu. The production of beehive coal, which is based on 
simple, manual methods, can be widely organized in the precincts, thereby supplying 
local needs. The police officers school, the security school and the 10+2 teachers 
school are using low energy coal and have reduced their fuel costs per meal from 

6 xu to 1 xu. Kitchens are cleaner when mixed coal is used. 


The sources cf low energy coal in Hanoi are rather abundant. The districts of 

Dong Anh, Thach That, Ba Vi and so forth have sources of peat. By means of manual 
methods, we can annually excavate from 50,000 to 70,000 tons. Making full use of 
the already burned coal at power plants will also provide more than 60,000 tons 

per year. ‘he sources of low energy coal in the provinces around Hanoi, such as 
peat in Vinh Phu, the already burned coal of the Ninh Binh Power Plant and so forth, 
can also be developed and conveniently transported. With these sources of coai, 

if attention is given to developing them, Hanoi can process more than 100,000 tons 
of beehive coal each year, thereby taking the initiative and meeting one-third of 
the localities’ fuel needs. 


In addition, Hanoi and a number of other localities should relaunch the movement to 
plant sesbania on area and plot embankments; the leaves of the plant can be used 
as green manure and the stalks can be usei as firewood. The planting of trees for 
firewood must be planned in order to create a belt supplying firewood to the city. 
Another effective measure is for the sidewalk service teams to broaden their 
businesses in boiling water and cooking meals. The 2,000 collective dining halls 
must be strengthened and the quality of their service must be improved so that they 
attract additional diners and help to economize on fuel.

HANOI FACING VEGBTABLE SHORTAGE 
Hanoi PHU NU VIBTNAM in Vietnamese 12-18 Nov 80 p 2

[Text_] The Key Issue 


Recently, I had a chance to revisit the Ham Tu Quan vegetable and fruit counter, 
a model unit of the Hanoi Vegetable and Fruit Corporation. 


The first thing that took us by surprise when we entered this stand was that 
vegetables and fruit were not as plentiful as they wre in previous years. 


This scarcity is not only occurring at the Ham Tu Quan vegetable stand, it is 
@ common situation at all of the vegetable stands in Hanoi at this tine. 


In past years, the Hanoi Vegetable and Fruit Corporation made many efforts to 
control the sources of green vegetables through purchases. In 1979, the corporation 
purchased 82,000 tons of vegetables. This represented an increase of more than 5,000 
tons compared to 1975. During the first 9 months of this year, despite waterlogging, 
difficulties in vegetable production and a decline in the sources of vegetables, 
the corporation still managed to purchase 60,000 tons of vegetables, 1 percent sore 
than it had purchased during the same period of time last year. However, this ws 
only enough to meet two-thirds of the consumer needs of the people of the city. 
Moreover, vegetables have not been purchased on a regular tasis. Many cooperatives 
that raise vegetables have entered into output contracts with households; however, 
they have not taken measures to closely manage products, consequently, vegetable 
scarcities frequently occur as cooperative members sell their vegetables on the 
outside at high prices. Vegetables are only delivered to state stores durimg the 
main season when vegetables are inexpensive. Therefore, during the period between 
seasons, the quantity of vegetables purchased by the corporation has declined, 
thereby significantly affecting the plan for providing meals to the people of the 
city. The city requires an average of 300 tons of vegetables per day but, during 
the recent between season period, the state store sector was only selling 50 tons 
on some days. 
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On the other hand, vegetable production is still heavily dependent upon crop 
seasons. Recently, typhoon number 4 destroyed more than 100 hectares of vegetables. 
It has been estimated that nearly 7,000 tons of vegetables were lost. Meanwhile, 

we lack a suitable policy on storing and processing vegetables, consequently, 

the quantity of stored and processed vegetables has declined with each passing day. 
In 1979, the vegetable corporation stored sore than 2,000 tons of various types of 
vegetables. In 1980, only slightly more than 1,000 tons were put into storage. The 
Phu Thuy Cooperative in the outskirts of Hanoi is a unit that has the habit of 
producing and processing pickled onions. Bach year, the cooperative supplies nearly 
200 tons to the state store sector. This year, however, it has not sold | kilograsa 
to the state. 


The Ham [Tu Quan vegetable counter once led the corporation in the processing of 
vegetables. At this time each year, the workers at the counter had five or six 
processed products and condiments acquired on the outside market. [his year, 
however, the several dozen jars and containers of the store are empty. [his 
situation exists because the vegetable ani fruit corporation has established 
unreasonable purchasing prices and these prices have resulted in a shortage of 
products. The purchasing price established by the corporation is only one-fifth 
the market price, consequently, state store personne] cannot purchase products and 
their supply of producis has constantly declined. 


Improving Distribution 


The sources at which the Hanoi Vegetable ami Fruit Corporation purchases vegetables 
are unstable; therefore, many difficulties and problems are involved in vegetable 
distribution. Taking advantage of this situation, some state store personnel 

have conspired with other persons to bring in products from the outside at a time 
when there is a scarcity of vegetables. Many cadres, manual workers and civil 
servants who do not have vegetables to eat must purchase them on the outside at a 
price four to five times as high and some persons still purchase vegetables to feed 
to their hogs. At the Cau Giay Vegetable Store, at a time when a hospital is only 
distributed 7 kilograms of spinach, some state store personne] are keeping i140 
kilograms of vegetables for internal distribution. In a converu tion with Kieu 
Thi Van, the head of the Hanoi Vegetable and Fruit Corporation, we were informed 
that the corporation is aware of shortcomings in management ani is taking positive 
steps to improve the mode of distribution in order to deliver an ample quantity 

of fresh vegetables to the hands of consumers. 


fhe vegetable growing cooperatives in the outskirts of Hanoi generally contract 
with cooperative members for the harvesting of vegetables; however, harvesting is 
not tightly managed in terms of the specifications and quality of vegetables. 
Therefore, a situation has developed wherein cooperative members are only concerned 
with workpoints and use sickles to quickly cut vegetables ami achieve high 
productivity, consequently, the vegetables they harvest are mixec with many weeds. 
As many as 50 percent of the vegetables they harvest must be thrown away, thereby 
harming the consumer. 


In order to correct this situation, the corporation has requested that some 
vegetable growing cooperatives inThanh Tri District harvest their vegetables by 
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ECONOMIC PLANNING, TRADE AND FINANCE 


URBAN ADMINISTRATIVE DIVISIONS--Based on Articles 113 and 107 of the SRV Constitu- 
tion and Article 3 of the 18 December 1980 National Assembly Resolution setting

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SRV PREMIER'S DIRECTIVE ON REORGANIZING FISHERY SECTOR 
BKO61531 Hanoi Domestic Service in Vietnamese 400 GMT 3 Jan 41 


{Text} In order to reorganize the fishery sector in strict accordance with the 
party's line and policies, the premier of the government recently issued a direc- 
tive on the transformation and development of sea fishery, requesting that the 
marine products sector concentrate efforts on satisfactorily carrying out the 
following tasks: 


1. The entire sector and every province, district and village suet firmly grasp 

the situation, correctly evaluate resources and production capability and on this 
basis, determine appropriate production orientations, and specific tasks and targets 
for each area and each type of cooperative. It is necessary to formulate annual 

and 5-year plans for exploiting, breeding and growing marine products; and to 
rationally organize and use labor at sea, on land, in districts and villages, at 
waterway entrances and on i.‘ ends. 


In planning the development of fishery, attention gust be given to combining the 
development of the agricultural econus; with the development of other economic 
sectors, developing the state-run and collective economies and satisfactorily 
making use of the economy of individual workers. 


2. We must continue consolidating and perfecting the sociulist production rela- 
tions in the north and transforming production relations in the south; and reor- 
ganize production in the sea fishery sector. 


In the north, it is necessary to continue consolidating and perfecting the socialist 
production relations; inspect and classify cooperatives to develop specific orien- 
tations and plans for consolidating and improving management; strive to firmly 
maintain the existing sechanized force; and intensively invest in the sechanization 
of major cooperatives in important areas while developing and fully exploiting 
traditional manual labor in order to achieve an annual labor output of 4 to 5 tons 
or more. In localities where shore fishing is practiced, it is necessary to con- 
centrate chiefly on developing manual labor, use small-size machinery and combine 
fishery with agricultural and other activities in order to raiionally employ the 
available work force. 


With regard to organizational forms and scales, we gust, depending on specific 


local conditions, the availability of material and technical bases and the organi- 
zational and managerial proficiency of cadres, organize exclusive fishing cooperatives, 
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fishery cooperatives or fishing unite in agricultural cooperatives. Each coopera- 
tive should not employ more than 200 workers and attention must be given to forming 
production unite into fleets. 


We must reorganize weak or lagging cooperatives into small cooperatives or produc- 
tion units to suit the production conditions, the proficiency and capability of 
cadres and the availability of material and technical bases. 


We must guide and control the economy of individual workers in accordance with 
etate regulations on the registration of businesses. 


In the south, we must continue transformation and construction efforts in an active 
and stable manner. In the next S<year plan, it is necessary to basically finish 
transformation work with the establishment of solidarity production teams being 
the dominant form; and to set up cooperatives only in localities where conditions 
permit. Organizational scales must be appropriately determined on the basis of 
the local conditions and the managerial capability of cadres; and they must be 
gradually expanded. In the initial stage, we must organize production unite 
generally comprised of 2 to 6 boats. 


"a localities where shore fishing is practiced, attention must be shifted to 
strongly developing manual labor, maintaining small-size machinery and combining 
fishery with agricultural and other activities. 


Localities that have set up cooperation teams and large-size cooperatives and 
placed production materials under collective control but have shown poor managerial 
performance must consolidate and reorganize production based on appropriate organi- 
zational scales that are consistent with the characteristics of fishery, the mana- 
gerial capability of cadres and with the aspirations of the people. 


With regard to other economic sectors consisting of boat owners and individual 
production households, it is necessary to control them through the registration 
of their businesses so as to guide them in developing production in the right 
direction. 


Efforts must be made to maintain existing equipment and fishing fleets and vigor- 
ously invest in mechanization in major areas such as waterway entrances and off- 
shore islands located near highly productive fishing grounds. Priority must be 
given to providing equipment for socialist collective economic units that have 
maintained a good managerial pattern and achieved good economic results. 


Concerning distribution, the fishing fleet must be considered as the unit for 
giving out contractual work. The managerial board is responsible for guiding 
production orientations, formulating plans, organizing logistical supply and per- 
forming supervisory tasks; and when conditions permit, they will assume control 
over all activities. 


3. We must gradually build the material and technical bases and logistical facili- 
ties. Efforts must be concentrated on building and consolidating the management 
of fishing ports and other facilities for supplying materials, fuel, provisions 
and service in support of exploitation, breeding, planting and collection and 








purchase of products, Attention gust be given firet of all to building and con- 
solidating major facilities. At the same time, it is necessary to build ship 
building and repairing facilities and manufacture and restore spare parte and 
accessories. We gust @obilize the various types of epare parte etill under pri- 
vate ownership and import them from foreign countries along with making full use 
of the production capacity of cooperatives, cooperation teams and the individual 
sector. 


Concerning processing work, we must uee the capability of state-run and joint 
public-private enterprieee as the mainstay and develop the capability of coopera- 
tion teams and the people in order to step up the processing of products, widen 
their variety, improve the value of goods and increase the income of fishermen. 


Concerning distribution and circulation, we gust consolidate the state supply, 
collection and purchase, and services organizations to control the sources of 
goods; continue eliminating middle men traders; and use omall merchants and fish 
peddlers as distributors and give them processing orders to generate employment 
and control thea. 


4. We must improve the managerial system and the organizational structure. It 

is necessary to eliminate the managerial system patterned after the administration 
of subsidies toward production establishments. Firet of all, the marine products 
sector must study the revision of inflexible managerial regulations that incon- 
venience the producers and improve ite own managerial systems in order to develop 
the initiatives and production, business and distribution activities of coopera- 
tives, cooperation teams and fisherwen. 


The Ministry of Maritime Products, together with other ministries and the sectors 
concerned, gust discuss seasures to implement the premier's directive No 291-TTG 
and, together with the various localities, efficiently organize the management of 
fishery in accordance with sectors and territorial divisions so as to support 
production in the most satisfactory manner. 


5. We must intensify the training of fishery cadres. The Ministry of Maritime 
Products, working in coordination with the Ministry of Education, the Ministry 
of Higher Education and Vocational Middle Schools and the sectors concerned, sust 
prepare and submit to the government for promulgation policies for training 
children of sea fishermen into fishery cadres; send technical and professional 
cadres to work in fishing cooperatives; and appropriately employ fishery experts. 


6. We must closely combine the economy with national defense. It is necessary to 
closely link the perfection of fishery production relations in the north, the 
socialist transformation of fishery in the south and the reorganization of produc- 
tion with the consolidation of national defense, the building and consolidation of 
militia and self-defense forces and the establishment of political organizations 
among the fishing masses. Cooperatives engaging in sea fishery must organize 
their fleets into formations to support one another in production and stand ready 
for combat to defend their fishing grounds, saintain public order and security, 
prevent the reactionaries trom seizing boats and escaping by sea, and counter the 
enemy's espionage and intelligence activities.

(Text) The resolution of the Party Central Committee's Ninth Plenum on the 
guidelines for the 1981 economic and social welfare tasks points out: Our firet 
and foremost task is to step up agricultural production in all areas throughout 
the country in order to solve the grain and food problems, obtain raw materials 
for industry and quickly increase the export of farm produce. 


This is a very important guideline which indicates the way for economic develop- 
ment set forth by the Pourth Party Congress. It is based on the most important 
characteristic of our country's revolution; namely, advancing from mall production 
to large-scale socialist production. 


In a situation in which our country does not have a developed industry nor enjoys 
broad interrational cooperation, it is necessary for it to advance through agricul- 
tural production in order to ensure enough grain for the people and simultaneously 
to achieve initial capital accumulation for socialist industrialization. If agri- 
cultural production, especially the production of grain, declines, this would lead 
to thousands of other problems affecting the people's lives as well as other fields 
of social activities. 


Our entire party, people and armed forces are dutybound to do their utmost to 
achieve all the targets on the agricultural production front in 1981. One major 
step is to tap and use in 4 gost satisfactory ganner our potential in land and 
manpower. Simultaneously striving to carry owt intensive cultivation and sulti- 
cropping and expanding the acreage of all kinds of crops are the mo.t suitable 
means in the current situation in our country. 


Each production unit and locality gust carry out intensive cultivation and eulti- 
cropping on their own land. They gust sot let any piece of land lie fallow, and 
gust ensure that every piece of land can yield still larger quantities of products. 


Our cultivated area is sow very emall. That is why we gust seek ways to increase 
our cultivated area to twice the present size, as our capabilities now permit. The 
Mekong Delta will be che key area. There, efforts will be aade to expand cultivated 
areas to first of all solve the grain and food problems and then advance toward 
expanding industrial crop lands. 
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We poseess another precious asset, which is manpower. Our agricultural development 
potential ts very great. Because we have more than 20 million laboring people and 
only some 5 million hectares of cultivated land available, the number of surplus 
laboring people ie very large, and has not yet been used effectively. 


Labor productivity in our industrial sector is still very low. If we double the 
intensity of use of our 5 willion hectares of cultivated land, there will be auch 
work to do and many gore laboring people will be needed. 


In each district, due to 4 great shortage of manpower in many areas, it is necessary 
to reexamine and redistribute the agricultural work force, rebalance the work 

forces between the cultivation and animal husbandry sectors, achieve a division 

of labor among various branches and trades and redistribute manpower on a national 
scale. 


Along with the duties of staying combat ready and fighting well, the armed forces 
are also charged with engaging in economic construction. This is nothing new for 
the armed forces. What is new at present is that the armed forces will no longer 
carry out farm production in accordance with their own self-sufficiency plas, but 
will participate in economic construction in accordance with the collective plan 
of the etate and its various economic and technical stipulations. The productive 
labor potential of our armed forces is very great, for they have many able-bodied 
and disciplined members who, with good education, will be able to contribute 
importantly to implementing this year's state plan. 


Developing the laboring people's collective mastery is very important. It is 
necessary to ensure that the working masses can truly become masters in production, 
firmly control all collective production materials, successfully prevent any piece 
of land from being left uncultivated, participate in the organizational management 
of production, and truly control the distribution of the products of labor. 


During the transitional period of socialism, especially in its initial steps, it 

is very necessary to promote increased labor productivity through material benefits. 
This will help develop the strength of the collective and also make full use of 

all the creativities of each individual. Experience shows that a correct agricul- 
tural policy will help ensure a perfect combination among the three interests of 

the state, the collective and the individual working peasants and remove all 
obstacles to efforts to stimulate economic development. 


In order to make full use of land and ganpower, we gust change our economic manage- 
ment system by bringing into full play the right to self-control of various produc- 
tion establishments. We gust expand the exercise and perfection of all forms of 
contracting agricultural product sanufacturing on the principles of ensuring 
increased production, consolidating socialist production relations and satisfac- 
torily fulfilling obligatory duties toward the state. We must attach great impor- 
tance to both the collective economy and the economies of cooperative sember families. 


With the many correct policies of the party and the state and with the mass revolu- 
tionary movements, there are many new factors, new progress and a new gomentum on 
the agricultural production front.

[Text] The Standing Committee of the Hanoi Municipal Party Committee has held 

& meeting with the secretaries and heads of the agricultural committees of the 

i2 districts and cities, the directors of the agricultural sector, the wmter 
conservancy sector, the public projects sector ani so forth to disseminate and 
discuss the program for the acceleration of 1980-1981 winter-spring production, 

the strengthening of cooperatives and contract work within agricultural cooperatives. 


In the discussion, all of the delegates unanimously agreed with the evaluation 
of the situation and the norms as well as the measures for the upcoming winter- 
spring season, namely, planting 124,807 hectares (including 85,300 hectares of grain 
crops) and producing 117,650 tons of grain in order to help overcome the difficulties 
with grain and food products in 1980, a year of major shortages due to natural 
disasters. Depending upon the field situation, the early rice crop will be increased 
AR d wy AH A} ge —ph.-7-p 1 
varieties as 75-2 (424), VN 10 and VN 20, thereby creating the conditions for 

the early 10th month rice crop and cultivating many 
— Gate Guume of Gia Cummmiie elke. In the final months of this year, 
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spring seasons so that we have many vegetables to supply to the city in February, 
March and April of the coming year. 


Many of the delegates stated that the slow development of pmduction in the weak, 
deficient cooperatives is not entirely the result of the very 
production; howver, it is very necessary to study each place in detail in order to 
establish a suitable scale of production and create the conditions for cooperatives 
to develop in 4 comprehensive manner. The delegates also stated that strengthening 
the production units, primarily by dividing very large production units into smaller 
ones, and training unit commanders are very necessary, pressing jobs. The above 
mentioned jobs must be performed in a good and systematic manner so that they have 
an impact in 1981. 














As regards the two forms of contracts (abbreviated as forms 1 and 2), the districts 
had differing opinions; however, they all agreed that it is necessary to research 
both forms in a truly objective manner and to fully comply with the opinions 
expressed in notice number’ 22 of the Party Secretariat and directive 01 of the 
Standing Committee of the Municipal Party Committee. 


Summarizing the conference, Le Quang Dao, deputy secretary of the Municipal Party 
Committee, explained a number of additional points: 


Concerning the 1980-1981 winter-spring season, it is necessary to establish a 
suitable allocation of rice varieties and improve the allocation of the four 
varieties used as seed in order to have ample reserve seed, with attention also 
given to the various varieties of vegetables and the other crops and species of 
livestock for this season and subsequent years. As regards fertilizer, livestock 
manure and green manure, especially duckweed and green leaves, must be produced 
in abundance; we must also provide a good supply of seed for these crops, organize 
production forces and adopt policies that provide incentive for the production of 
these crops. ‘ihe planting of legumes to provide food for humans and improve the 
soil must be accelerated during the upcoming winter-spring season. 


As regards the size of cooperatives and production units, the delegates unanimously 
agreed with the thinking of the districts. It is necessary to reorganize a number 
of cooperatives that are too large; however, this step must be deemed necessary, 
must be carefully considered by the district and must be approved by the Municipal 
Party Committee. The separation of one cooperative into two cooperatives must be 
requested by the masses and only carried out when it has been determined that 
production might develop better. Training unit cadres and dividing a number of 
producticn units that are too large into smaller units are jobs that also must be 
done, but they must be done in a rapid and systematic manner in order to quickly 
stabilize and develop production. 


As regards contract work, Le Quang Dao offered the following analysis: managing 

the state-operated and collective economy is very difficult ami complex work. It 

is constantly changing and developing depending upon the level of management and the 
level of technology during each period of time, within each locality and in the 
production of each different product. As a result, we must constantly search for 

the most effective methods of working. We cannot be inflexible. We must fimly 
adhere to basic principles, but the forms and methods of our work must constantly 

be improved and developed. We must uphold the present method of contracting, that is, 
the cooperative contracting with the production unit for a specific product and the 
production unit contracting with a group of laborers or cooperative members using 
either form 1 or form 2 contracts. We must vigorously oppose the use of non- 
specific contracts. Contracting method number 1, under which the cooperative 
contracts with the production unit for a specific product and the unit contracts 

with a group of laborers or cooperative members for the performance of a specific 
job, is the method of contracting that is suited to the level of development of 
collective production and is the one that has been and is being used by advanced 
cooperatives. However, it also has many drawbacks and does not closely link the 
final product to the laborer, consequently, cooperative members are not very concerned 
with the final product produced by them. It is dependent upon the material-technical 
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base and the level of management. Generally speaking, it is not consistent with 

the universal level of development and seize of cooperatives. As a result, we 

often see the appearance of “underhanded" methods of contracting and if we continue 
to exert pressure, contracting method number 1 will pose an obstacle to the 

deve) ent of production. It was against this background that contracting method 
numbe omerged--the method of contracting with cooperative members for specific 
pro Actually, this method is, for the foreseeable future, consistent with 

the « .. tive situation. However, this is not a simple method either and still has 
many drawbacks that we must continue to research. Every form of management requires 
a period of time in order to be perfected and we should not quickly abandon a form 
of management because it has shortcomings, rather, we must implement and improve it. 
he method of contracting that is used must answer seven questions: how are contract 
quotas established? Which jobs are to be performed under contracts? How is crop- 
land to be assigned? How is the product to be managed? What kind of incentive is 
provided to specialized units? How are material-technical bases used? What 

insures that products are produced in accordance with the plan? As a result, 
contract form number 1 must be implemented, improved and developed upon. Contract 
form number 2 must also be implemented depending upon the requirements of each place. 
In the use of these two methods, we should avoid placing sole emphasis upon either 
one. The method that is used must be requested by the masses and evaluated and 
guided by the party committee echelon. However, we must fixmly adhere to our method 
of working, provide close leadership and guard against deviations. It is necessary 
to guard against three tendencies: only wanting to use method number 1, only wanting 
to use method number 2 and, instead of providing close leadership, always being 
inclined to meet the requests of the masses. It is necessary to engage in 
democratic discussion with cooperative members and to avoid exerting pressure upon 
them. On the other hand, it is very necessary that we oppose the use of non- 
specific contracts in both forms (because, if either of these methods is loosely 
managed and if leadership is given light attention, non-specific contracting 

will be the result ). It is necessary to train cadres, gain experience and take 
specific measures regarding policies and organization in order to fully satisfy all 
three interests (the interests of the state, collective and cooperative members). 

It is possible to make use of both forms of contracting within the same cooperative, 
consequently, we should not be inflexible or pressure cooperatives into using but one 
form. As regards livestock production, places that raise livestock on a regular 
basis and have experience must continue to use the method of contract quotas with 
workpoint bonuses and contracting with livestock production families, depending 

upon the conditions at each place. However, within the collective livestock production 
sector, we must establish quotas that are truly accurate before we can contract 

with livestock production households. We must be determined not to assign cropland 
(15 percent) to families. 


Le quang Dao concluded: notice 22 of the Secretariat is based on the actual 
situation and the experience at many places. It is necessary to scrupulously 
implement notice 22 and directive 01 of the Standing Committee of the Municipal 
Party Committee and gain experience and make improvements while performing our work. 
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QUANG NAM-DANANG RICE--As of 10 December, Quang Nam-Danang Province had been able 
to plow only about 37,000 hectares and plant only 7,500 hectares of rice out of 
the planned 50,000 hectares. The provincial agricultural sector has sent cadres 
to various localities to help grassroots-level organizations work out sowing 
schedules.

work hours"; all drivers within the unit have been trained in the technology of 
gasoline powered trucks and diese] trucks in order to achieve “technical uniformity.” 
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As @ result, drivers can undertake technical work when on jobs by themselves and 
can replace one another when necessary. 


The group has kept its vehicles in regular operation; has reduced disciplinary 
violations and the display of a liberal, undisciplined style to the lowest possible 
level; has reduced the damage to and loss of cargo due to a lack of a spirit of 
responsibility; and has completed its routine and emergency transportatian plans 
well. As of October, it had transported 551,818 ter to the correct 
destinations, on schedule and with no loss of cargo or its quality.

[text_7 he Hanoi port is a large river port which, in addition to the hundreds 

of thousands of dong worth of means and equipment it has, regularly has many 
commodities and supplies in its warehouses ani storage yards needed for production 
and everyday life, such as coal, sand, gravel, cement, fertilizer, metals, chemicals, 
grain, food products and so forth. 


Bach day, thousands of tons of means of river transportation enter the port to 
deliver their cargo and leave and, along its shore, 600 to 700 trucks and rudimentary 
vehicles enter and leave the port. At night, thousands of persons live in the port 
complex. For these reasons, the port was very disorganized in recent years: 
production areas were mixed among living areas, cargo handling areas were mixed 
among construction areas and large numbers of persons entered ani left the port 
without being managed. Many decadent elements inundated the warehouses and storage 
yards to take coal and steal goods belonging to the state. Although the management 
of the port was revamped each year, there were still many loopholes, internal 
regulations and management regulations were not specific and responsibilities were 
not clearly defined, consequently, for a long period of time there was waste and 
the loss of much cargo belonging to the state. 


Since the start of this year, in keeping with directive 51 of the Party Secretariat 
and joint Ministry of Communications and Transportation-Ministry of Interior 
resolution, the Hanoi port has formulated a plan and taken comprehensive measures 

to prevent and eventually eliminate negative phenomena. The port has concentrated 
on combating and preventing major thefts and putting an end to bribery and theft 

in cargo handling, transportation and the shipping and receiving of goods. The port 
has been closely managing movement to and from wharves and gangplanks, thus preventing 
persons from stealing coal and goods belonging to the state. Strengthening the 
party organization and making each party chapter a strong, solid party chapter have 
become the way of thinking and are the best ways to overcome each of the negative 
phenomena that occurs on a daily basis within the port. The port party organization 
has also been determined to expel from the party persons who have become deviant. 


Having formulated a plan for combating negative phenomena, the Hanoi port had all 
key cadres of the party, government, Trade Union and Youth Union carefully study and 
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discuss the plan and then expanded this effort to workers. The port has classified 
each echelon and attached importance to classifying the workers that handle 
incoming cargo and cargo that has been dropped in order to adopt a plan for 
educating them. The port has conducted an investigation of the various areas of 
management, especially the management of shipping and receiving and the management 
of supplies, and looked for loopholes in order to close them and re-estab] ish 
efficient operating procedures. 


jhe Hanoi port has also closely coordinated with the public security agency in order 
to transfer persons woo have made mistakes in security work and has assigned 13 
newly trained public security troops to security work; it has strengthened the 
inspection stations at the two entrances to the port. As a result, the port has 
gradually restored order. The port has reorganized the stevedore force, intensified 
inspections by section chiefs and deployed the force of workers within warehouses 
and on barges in a rotating manner instead of on a permanent basis as it once did. 
Upholding the right of collective ownership of the masses, the port has prosecuted 
a number of workers who were caught violating socialist property, such as Le Quang 
Chanh, Nguyen Auan Vinh, Do Cong Trien, Dinh Son Hai and so forth. Pilfering and 
extortion by the members of boat crews have disappeared. Many manual workers, 

such as Vu Van Mau, Nguyen Van Ly and Tran Thanh Hiep, have denounced thieves and 
persons who have offered oribes. 


Together with taking disciplinary action against criminals and rapidly acting upon 
the complaints filed by cadres and manual workers, tne Hanoi port has attached 
particular importance to shipping and receiving and the storage of cargo; it has 
republished shipping and receiving regulations and made it mandatory upon shipping 
and receiving personnel to comply with the stipulations within internal regulations; 
it regularly holds meetings with the owners of cargo, inspects the circulation of 
documentation when cargo is being shipped and received and so forth. 


The struggle against negative phenomena in the Hanoi port has begun to achieve good 
results. The number of thefts of coal and cargo belonging to the state has 
definitely declined; bribery is gradually decreasing. {fhe campaign against negative 
phenomena has helped to raise the productivity of cargo handling in the port. In 
the imported cargo area, there are many broken and torn cement tags, however, the 
stevedore units have still managed to handle from 120 to 1} tons per shift, 10 to 
20 tons per shift more than their quota; they have exceeded their quota on the 
handling of flour by 50 to 60 tons per shift. The various units have rescheduled 
their work time and coordinated between shift rest periods with the electric power 
generating section, thereby insuring the implementation of their plan and increasing 
their production time by 1 hour per day. 


In particular, when they have encountered difficulties due to circumstances beyond 
their control, port cadres hold discussions with the related parties and look for 

ways to overcome these difficulties in order to rapidly move ships from the port. 
Since the start of the year, ships have been moved from the port 15 to 20 hours faster. 


Since the start of the year, in addition to handling 370,000 tons of cargo consisting 
of coal, rice, cement and food products, the cadres and manual workers of the port
